As your pending contract stands now, there are 22 clinic sites included. Any changes to the existing 22 clinic sites prior to 
your contract being executed will require revisions to any associated form. Any changes to the existing 22 clinics after 
the contract is executed will require an amendment. We review MOUs as part of the pharmacy waiver exemption 
requirement. The program cannot grant a waiver without reviewing the required MOU. 

As far as whether or not it's possible for your agency to have a contract with a large pharmacy - yes, we have seen that.

Good Morning! 

Trust you had a great evening- 
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Let me start by stating I clearly understand we must have the pharmacy issue resolved at every provider site. This is 
what THG is now facing. 

When the FP RFP was presented, I understood every facility had a MoU or a Class D license or application. Now 
pharmacies understand they will not be able to charge the Medicaid rate of $19.42 per month for birth control 
pills. Patients can go to any chain and receive generic birth control pills for $4 a month or even less. Only small, private 
pharmacies will make an agreements to give the patient the prescriptions and bill the provider. The unknown of costs of 
STD scripts and others has providers extremely concerned because they clearly understand the constraints of FP and the 
potential cost overruns. 

Perhaps some of your other providers have faced this issue? Do you know how they overcame? 

Is it possible to have a contract with a large pharmacy, chain or other that might mail prescriptions? 

I have contacted CVS, Walmart and Walgreens to work out a statewide agreement to serve FP patients but this is far 
from complete. 

We will not give up. Any ideas?

Dear Contracted 

In order to facilitate client access to contraceptive methods and related medications, it is required that all contractors have at least a 
Class D pharmacy at each Family Planning Program clinic site. For agencies who are unable to adhere to this requirement, the Family 
Planning Program allows agencies to apply for a Pharmacy Exemption (Waiver).

To request a Pharmacy Waiver, please submit the following documents for each clinic site : 

1. A completed Class D Pharmacy License Exemption request form (attached). 

2. A written policy that ensures clients can obtain prescribed medication refills from the cooperating pharmacy/pharmacies without an 
additional clinic visit (unless medically indicated/necessary). 

3. A copy of a fully executed Memorandum of Understanding (MoU) with referral pharmacies. The MoUs must: 

a. include the purpose of the agreement; 

b. specify the coordination between the contractor and the referral pharmacy/pharmacies to provide the following medications: 

• non-clinician administered hormonal contraceptive methods [oral contraceptives; transdermal hormonal contraceptives (patch); and 
vaginal hormonal contraceptives (ring)]; 

• anti-infective medications for the treatment of STIs and other infections; and 

c. describe how the agreement made with referral pharmacy/pharmacies reduces barriers to the clients receiving the prescribed 
medication(s); and 

d. contain language that ensures clients will receive medications at no additional cost. 

Documents must be submitted as one package not later than 5 business days after receipt of this message 

to: irmgard. alexander@hhsc.state, tx. us . 

Pharmacy waivers are not approved until you receive official notification from the Family Planning Program.
